many wonderful and delicious 


dishes made with Californ!a’s most/| 


healthful and luacious product, 
the sun-cured raisins of the San 
Joaquin Valley and Southern Cali- 
fornia, 


was used only during the holiday 
season for plum puddings, fruit 
cakes, and served with the walnuts 
after a hearty dinner: today the 
raisin is used in the home, hotel 
and cafe kitchen, and the bake- 
shop every day in the year. 
Mothers have found that the nat- 
ural sugar of the California raisin 
is a healthier sweet for her grow- 
ing children than the cheap can- 
dies made with refined sugars, and 
the grown men and women of the 
nation have learned that the rai- 
sin has more concentrated nourish- 
ment than any other fruit grown. 
Raisins furnish a natural sweet- 
ness for cakes, plies, puddings, 
cookies, custards, candies, breads, 
and used in combination with 
other fruits tasty salads 
and cocktails. 

We have many recipes for dishes 
made with raisins and this week 
we want our readers to cut out 
the following recipes and use them 
when in doubt about a good dish 
for dinner, 


GATEAU DE RIZ 


This is an old French recipe for 
rice pudétag that makes a firm, 
tasty dessert. Place in a sauce- 
pan one cup of washed rice and 
add to it three level tablespoons of 
sugar, the thin rind of one lemon 
and four cups of milk. Simmer 
until the rice is tender and all of 
the milk is absorbed. Cool and 
add the beaten yolks of six eggs, 
two-thirds of a cup of seeded rai- 
sins, half a teaspoon of grated 
and the stiffly beaten 
whites of six eggs. Mix well, pour 
into a buttered mold sprinkled 
with bread crumbs, and bake one 
hour in a medium oven. Unmold 


cold with a custard sauce flavtored 
with orange. 


RAISIN “CUP CAKES 

These are nice for the 
lunch. Beat to a cream half 
cup of butter and beat into it oan 
cup of sugar. When smooth add the 
well-beaten yolks of two ¢ggs: 
mix well and beat in alternately 
one-third of a cup of milk and 
one and three-quarter cups of sift- 
ed flour sifted with two level tea- 
Speons of baking powder, one- 
third of a teaspoon of salt, and 
one-quarter of a teaspoon of mace. 
Mix well, add the stiffly hehton 
whites of two eggs, and one cup of 
seeded raisins; mix well and fill 
buttered muffin pans with it. Bake 
in @ moderate oven twenty-five 
minutes. 


| RAISIN CHEESE 

This is an old English dish that 
is served for tea or supper. Place 
in a saucepan one pound of seeded 
raisins, one cup of sugar, half a 
teaspoon of ground cloves and halt 
a teaspoon of ground mace. Heat 
and aimmer gently for one and a 
half hours. Cool, pour into a glass 
dish and garnish the top with thin 
strips of candied orange peel. 


BOILED RAISIN PUDDING 
Shred fine half pound. of beef 
suet and add to it one cup of sifted 
flour, two tablespoons of corn- 
starch, a quarter of a teaspoon of 


grated rind of one lemon and one 
and a half cups of seeded raisins. 
Mix well and stir in half a cup of 
milk beaten with one egg and the 
strained juice of one lemon. Pour 
into a well-buttered mold, cover 
tight and boil in fast-boiling water 
three hours. Turn out on a hot 


gar and serve with jelly custard. 


ROUGH Ri ROBIN 


This recipe came from New En- 
gland and is for a fruit cake that 
will keep well. Sift three cups of 
flour into a bowl and rub into it 
half a cup of butter and add four 
teaspoons of baking powder, halt 
a cup of sugar, one cup of seedless 
raising, one cup of seeded raisins, 
half a teaspoon of allspice, one 
teaspoon of cinnamon, one tea- 
spoon of ginger, half a teaspoon of 
mace, one-quarter of a teaspoon 
of salt, one well-beaten egg, one 
cup of potato flour or mashed po- 
tatoes and enough milk to make a 
stiff batter. Mix well, pour into a 
well-buttered cake pan and bake 
in a moderate oven an hour and 
forty-five minutes. 


SWEET AND SOUR SAUCE 


Roll fine four ginger snaps, place 
jn a saucepan and add half a cup 
of brown sugar, four tablespoons 
of vinegar, half a teapsoon of onion 

juice, one thinly sliced lemon, one 
cup of meat stock and half a cup 
of seeded raisins. Mix well and 
simmer slowly until thick and 
smooth. This can be used hot or 
cold with boiled beef, tongue or 
left-over meats. 


RAISIN STUFFING 

Mix with three cups~<of etale 
bread crumbs half a cup of melted 
chicken fat, one cup of chopped 
seeded raisins, one teaspoon of salt 
and one-quarter of a teaspoon of 
white perper. Mix well and use to 
stuff chicxen, 


EGGS PIQUANT 


G. H. W., city, requests a recipe 
for poached eges covered With a 
yellow sour sauce. Fill a shallow 
pan with water to the depth of one 
inch, add half a level teaspoon of 
salt and half a cup of vinegar. 
Bring to a bo!l and drop into ft, one 
at a time, fcur eges—be careful 
not to break the yolks. As soon 
as the whites are cooked take up 
carefully with a perforated skim- 
mer and lay in a pan of cold wa- 
ter. Removes to a platter and pour 
over a sauce made by mixing one 
tablespoon of well-creamed butter 
with the yolks of two hard-boiled
